Who Says VA Is SNAFU?

• “AAAAA THAT VETERANS’ Admlnistratijbn Is in a mess. 
They have so much red tape that they don’t know whether they’nl 
coming or going. A form for this, a form for that — I'm getting 
fed up." 

The preceding .conversation is common around coiiege cam- 
puses these days, but if every 
veteran could take a tour 
through the VA. the average 
vet would sing a different tune. 

Each one of the many forms and 
regulations is necessary to enable 
the Ipcal VA office to handle eM* 
ciently an estimated 54.01X) in- 
quiries a month. 

The local regional Veterans Ad- 
ministration office at 1825 H St., 

N. handles all veteran prob- 
lems In the DUtrict and i>e*rby 
Maryland aiMl Virginia. 

When a veteran goes to the re- 
gional office to find out > why his 
last spbsisteace check didn’t' reach 
him. he has the full co-operation 
of a trained Contact Administm* 
tion. This division finds the an- 
swer to hla proMenv and geta his 
check to him ^ aaon as possible. 


time. The claim "and RE folders- 
are Hied numerically by the “C" 
numbers using a terminal digit 
system of filing. It It therefore 
apparent that the *‘C" number Is 
the all-important key In local ing 
a veteran's case history. 

A Supplemental CertUleale of 
Etigibllliy Is required df every 
veteran who changea his course or 
college.

Noa-Loeal Transfer 

If the vet's new school is out of 
the local VA jurisdiction, then the 
veteran must also apply for a 
transfer of his records to the VA 
office nearest the new school.

Here at 
the University, the student body of the Engineering Scho^d has a 
special councii which supplements the work of the Student Council 
of the University. This group is called the Engineer’s Council. Its 
purpose is to further the aims of the Engineering Students and to 
achieve for the School of Engineering a major role in student life.
